FORGERY PUNISHABLE 
ANY TIME AFTER CRIME 


A &St. Louisan who is known to have 
gome knowledge of the law has the follow- 
ing to say in conection with the Blair case: 

There being some popular interest to 

whether the statute of Iimitations is ap- 
plicable to bar a prosecution of the alleged 
crimes of Mr. James I. Blair, I take the 
occasion to quote the law on the subject. 
- The statute of limitations doés not apply 
@o the crime alleged, that of forgery in the 
first degree. The statute of Missouri (sec. 
2418, Revised Statutes, 1899) provides ‘‘any 
person may be prosecuted, tried and pun- 
tshed for any offense puniishable with 
death, or by imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary during life, at any time after the of- 
fense shall have been committed.”’

“It is an incongruity that the Bible 
should hold a central place in: a liberal 
church,"’ he said. 

He concluded with the statement that as 
he could not consistently believe in the 
Bible, he claimed the right to protest 
against it.

Kansas City Endeavors to Enforce Or- 
dinance Regulating Rate of 


Service 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Oct. %,—The 
ease of James W. Garner of Kansas City 
against the Missour!l, and Kansas Tele- 
phone Co., was argued and submitted be- 
fore the Missouri supreme court In banc 
this morning. The case is of great im- 
pertance since it involves the power of 
cities to regulate public service corpora- 
lions. This is a mandamus proceeding to 
compel the telephone company to accept 
the provisions of the Kansas City ordi- 
nance regulating telephone rates. Hence 
this procecding involyes the validity of 
the telephone ordinance. 

All of the seven judges of the court were 
present on the bench. 

City Counsellor R. J. Ingraham, Ed E. 
Yates and Garland Jones of Kansas City 
made arguments for Garner in support of 
the validity of the ordinance, while Judge 
William Williams of Booneville, Judge 
John C. Tarsney of Kansas City and F. F. 
Roszelle appeared for the telephone com- 
pany and argued the unconstitutionality of 
the ordinance. 


The court appointed T. J. Smith of But- 
ler as specia) commissioner to take testi- 
ony in the case, and it was on the report 
d with the court by the commissioner 
oe the case was argued and submitted 
ay. 
In support of the ordinance the attorneys 
og Garner made the strong arguments. 
ev contended that the city has the au- 
thority under its charter to regulate tele- 
phone and telegraph charges, which come 
within the limits of city, that authority 
being given the city by the state in its 
Charter and through the enabling act. 
That while telephone companies, by their 
Charter, have the right to fix reasonable 
Tates. what is a reasonable rate is un- 
Goubtedly left in the state by virtue of. the 


: ey power. They also contend that there 


no invasion of Congress tov regulate in- 
terstate commerce because .telephone com- 
ies are, with respect to service, with- 
nm the city, local concerns, and that the 
service asked for by this proceeding Is 
deemed only within the city Hmits. 
The attorneys for the company in strong 
lancuage dealt mainiv with the constitu- 
tional guarantee which the company when 
it-was chartered received from the state. 
and also pointed out the great difference of 
costs in construction of plant and rendering 
of service in different sections of the coun- 
try. They hold that a city has no power to 
regulate rates of public service cuorpora- 
‘tions within its Hmits, because such cof- 
porations déPive their authority and owe 
their origin to the state. Certainly the state 
cannot create a corporation and then al- 
low a city, which is also a creation of the 
State, to p2ss ordinances to regulate its 
business.

RUSSIAN PRINCE} STIRS CANADIANS: 


Has Narrow Escape From 
Death. 


TIFLIS, Russian Caucasia, Oct. 3.— 
Prince Gilitzgin, governor-general of the 
Caucasia, had a narrow escape from as- 
sassination today on the outskirts of the 
town. Three natives stabbed the governor- 
gcencral thrice.” They fled, but were subse- 
juent!y shot down by Cossacks. 

Prince Galitzin was driving with bis wife, 
when the assassins ‘rushed upon the car- 
riage, daggers in hand. Two seized the 
governor-general and attempted to drag 
him from the vehicle, while the third man 
infilcted two ugly wounds on the prince's 
head and a third cut on the hand. 

A Cossack was in attendance on the 
prince and threw himseif upon the agsail- 
ants. While a hand-to-hand fight was in 
progress the carriage was driven off at 
a gallop. Ultimately, the assailants fled, 
followed by a mounted guard of Cossacks, 
who had hurried to the scene. 

The Cossacks chased the fugitives 
through the brush, firing constantly with 
their rifles. They killed one man Instantly. 
The other two were shot down and died 
soon afterward. 

After his injuries had been dressed, 
Prince Galitzin attended a reception given 
by the citizens of Tifis. 

The outrege has produced great indigna- 
tion, the governor-general having become 
popular on account of his interest in the 
welfare of the inhabitants. 

Owing to the excitement, performances at 
theaters were suspended. There is little 
doubt that the thickness of the cap worn 
by the prince saved ‘his life. 

Dispatches from Transcaucasia within 
tne last month show cons'derab’e unrest at 
Tiflls owing to the transfer of Armenian 
Church property to the Russian govern- 
Ment, ufder the decree of June 15. Dem- 
onstrations have been reported at var'ous 
points in which quite a number of lives 
were lost, and the Armenian Church au- 
thorities are said to have threatened to 
transfer the headquarters of the Armenian 
Catholic Church to another country. 

Prince Galitzin. who was sent to his pres- 
ent post a year ago lart April. wes 
charred with having recommended the 
transfer of church property. and several 
times his life has been threatened.

CLARE STRIKE 


Four Hundred Men Are Out Because 
of Pacific Express _Com- 
pany’s Refusal. 


Drivers of all St. Louis express com- 
panies, to the number of 400, went on strike 
at 6 o'clock Wednesday morning, because 
the demands of the Pacific Express Co.’s 
employes for a Wage increase of 10 per 
cent has not been granted. 

Following is a copy of the communica- 
tion, giving notice of the “sympathy” 
Strike, which was sent to the local ex 
press managers: 

“We, the undersigned duly authorized 
committee of your employes in St. Louis, 
acting under instructions from our fellow 
grmployes, hereby notify you that we are 
convinced that you and other express com- 
panies are assisting the Pacific Express 
Co. to defeat their striking employes, and 
this will be a notice to you that unless the 
assistance Ils removed and a settlement is 
reached by 6 o'clock tomorrow (Wednes- 
day) morning, we will lay down our work 
and refuse to resume our duties until some 
consideration is shown our brother em- 
p oves of ihe Pacific Express Co.” 

This communication, which {s similar to 
the others, was addressed to Joseph 
Temple. agent of the Adams Express Co. 
It is signed by D. O’Connell and A. Gib- 


son. 

Mr. Temple says that not more than 
24 of his drivers are on a strike. The men 
Say there are 400 or 500 out among al) the 
exnress companies. ; 

Four policemen were on duty around the 
express company bu'ldirgs at Union Sta- 
tion Wedresday morning. There was no 
trouble of any kind. however, and no ex- 
abe cars were delayed as a result ofthe 
strike. 

Tre .express comnany officials say they 
have arranged to fill the strikers’ p'aces at 
once, and no delay in the delivery and 
transportation of goods is anticipated.

Declares They Received $20,000,000 

Worth of Preferred and Common 

Stock, “for Which They Rendered 
Absolutely No Equivalent.”

NEW YORK, Oct. 28—Receiver James 
Gmith, Jr., of the Shipbuilding Trust 
will recommend in his report,.to be filed 
at Trenton tomorrow, that J. ..erpont Mor- 
gan, Charles M. Schwab and their asso- 
clates be sued for the d@eficit between the 
abilities and assets of the trust and thus 
forced to make good Its debts. 

The report will be a stinging arraign- 
ment of the methods employed in promot- 
fing the trust of the men who profited in 
its organization. 

Receiver Smith states that Schwab, Mor- 
gan, Herbert Satterlee, Morgan’s son-in- 
law, and several venders or controlling 
owners of constituent companies received 
bonds and. stock for which no equivalent 
Was ever paid the United States Shipbuila- 
ing Co. 

His report charges that Schwab and Mor- 
gan alone received $20,000,000 preferred and 
common stock, for which they rendered ab- 
Bolutely no equivalent. 

He also characterizes as reprehensible the 
secret Morgan-Schwab-Harrtis-Gates & Co. } 
agreement by which $20.0)0.000 of Morgan 
and Schwab preferred and common ship- 
building stock was to be marketed in ad- 
Vance of other outside securities. 
Receiver Smith goes so far as to inti- 
mate strongly. that Charles M. Schwab 
was acting simply as an agent for the 
Morgan billion-dollar stee] trust when he 
paid $7,200,000 for, the Bethlehem plant.

An article in the Sunday Post-Dispatch showed that St. 
Louis is doing more at this time, under the milk inspection 
ordinance, to secure pure milk, than has been done for years 
past. There have been 400 convictions under the law. The 
sale of impure milk has been made more difticult than it has 
been for 30 years. The city chemist believes that he will 
be ‘able, under the existing law, to materially reduce the sale 
of impure milk. 

This means a decrease in the rate of deaths among chil- 
dren.

UGGESTIVE DISHES 
‘FOR HALLOWEEN 


ENUS for Halloween parties may 
be made interesting by devising 
‘appropriate names and forms for 
some of the refreshments served. Here are 
a few ‘suggestions in ‘“‘What to Eat.” “Gob- 
lins’ broth is merely a delicious beef or 
chicken bouillon, the elves’ fingers strips of 
brown bread and butter, and the fairy rings 
mushroom patties baked in ring molds, ‘to 
make the salad use any favorite recipe for 
chicken’ salad, and mix it with a bright 
golden mayonnaise to which enough apple 
jelly has been added to make it quite firm 
when cold.

Mold the strawberry jelly 
in half-moons and serve with a spoonful of 
whipped cream (made golden with the yolk 
of egg) between the “horns.”

Wind from the small end of the 
pointed tin tubes called lady lock sticks, 
and have each layer slightly overlay the 
preceding one. Set the tubes across a bak- 
ing pan and bake in a good oven to a deep 
yellow. When done remove from the oven 
and push the paste from the tube, Just be- 
fore serving fill with pineapple meringue. 
Have bonbons in all kinds of suggestive 
shapes; brownies, witches, brooms, rings, 
crescents, triangles, etc.
